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Timely opportunity 

The United States House of Representatives and the 
Senate have passed two different versions of the U.S. foreign 
aid bill for fiscal year 1976, and their move now to reconcile 
the difference between the two may be «one of those opportu¬ 
nities that are so rare in the American Congress —- an opport¬ 
unity to have some public debate on American aid to Israel 
and to assess Israel's true requirements instead of what it says 
are its requirements. 

The House has voted to give Israel $2.2 billion in arms] 
aid and credits under the American military assistance pro¬ 
gramme, while the Senate wants to increase the munificence 
to $2.75 billion. A conference committee of both houses of 
Congress is now meeting to come up with a compromise. The 
Ford a dminis tration has come out for the lower figure, assum¬ 
ing that it is sufficient for Israel to maintain the military edge 
that Israel and the United States accept as the proper status 
quo in the Middle East. 

Casting all reality to the wind for the moment, one still 
expresses the hope that in this case the American Congress, 
and the people in it responsible for foreign aid policy, would 
seize the opportunity of the conference committee meetings to 
take a more probing look at what they are giving Israel and 
what Israel is doing with these tremendous amounts of money 
It is timely to the point of high drama that these con¬ 
gressional decisions on aid appropriations follow hot on the 
heels of the last two months of Arab demonstrations and 
resistance in the occupied West Bank and within Israel itself. 
Knowing the peculiar and proven inability of the American 
Congress to view foreign affairs through anything, but the 
filters of lobbying and pressure groups, it is doubtful that the 
congressmen will do much in their discussions beyond giving 
in to the well-organised pro-Israeli factions in return for some 
future votes and support on some other bill. This is the way 
things work on Capitol Hill, and it is the long record of Con¬ 
gress in this respect that makes it a foregone conclusion Israel 
will receive the higher figure of $2.75 billion. 

But if the congressmen have forgotten, Israel has just 
spent two months sending thousands of its soldiers around 
the West Bank and Galilee trying to keep a lid on the kettle 
of Palestinian nationalism that will not, in the end, be denied. 
Nine Arabs have died, mostly felled by Israeli bullets and an 
Israeli military establishment built and sustained by the suc¬ 
ceeding waves of American military and economic aid. 

It is this aid, plus the occasional massive airlift, that 
allows Israel to grab and hold on to vast tracts of Arab land 
in a manner# that ensures not eventual peace in the Middle 
East, but perpetual war. For the United States to claim that 
Israel needs these billions of dollars in aid to avert the threat 
of war and to protect itself is a bit of intellectual depravity 
unusual even for the United States Congress. 

What the congressmen should do is to bring some Israeli 
leaders to the committee discussions and ask them what 
exactly they want the American money for. Is it to kill school- 
children in Jerusalem? Is it to unleash gun-slinging security 
forces on Arab citizens in Nazareth whose families have lived 
in Galilee for more years than any American member of Con¬ 
gress would dare admit ? 

It is clear beyond any doubt to anybody who knows how 
to read that the peace everybody wants in the Middle East is 
attainable tomorrow, if Israel would wake up to reality and 
accept the principle that both an Israeli state and a Palestinian 
state are the dual lynchpins and the only ultimate guarantors 
of true peace. 

The need to pour billions of dollars into Middle East 
arms budgets is a monumental waste for everybody — and 
a particular folly for the American congressmen who have 
shown their willingness to finance the show. But as long as 
Israel does not show by its actions that it is willing to live 
in the Middle East as one nation among others, rather than 
as an expanding outpost of foreign interests, the Arab states 
will continue to wage a battle against it. This is the cyclical 
reality that is guaranteed in large part by the foreign military 
aid policies of the American Congress, whose members now 
have yet another chance to show that they can make policy 
according to the dictates of the common good, and not the] 
common ev3.

Lebanese war is about power, 

not religion 


Underlying the Lebanese civil war, which 
according to most news agency reports is 
being fought between Moslems and Chris¬ 
tians or alternatively between leftists and 
rightists, is the far more central struggle be¬ 
tween the advocates of two different political 
systems. 

The so called “socialist and progressive 
forces," the majority of whom are incident¬ 
ally Moslem, include a number of Maronites, 
Greek Orthodox and members of other Chris¬ 
tian sects. These people are not fighting for 
the redress of Moslem grievances or for 
greater power for the Moslems. Nor was the 
alliance of socialists, communists, Nasserites, 
Ba’athists and liberals (with occasional sup¬ 
port from the predominantly Christian Syrian 
Progressive Party) formed for the greater 
glory of Islam or to bolster the power base 
of such traditional Moslem leaders as Saeb 
Sal am or Abdullah YafL An alliance does 
exist between certain traditional Moslem lea¬ 
ders and the “progressive” leaders, but that 
allian ce breaks down once confronted with 
the question of what form of settlement is 
desirable. Salam would be content with a 
more equitable power sharing formula; Jun- 
blatt and Ibrahim Kulailat (leader of the 
Nasserite mili tia, Al Murabitoun) would not. 

The conflict in Lebanon boils down to 
whether the power sharing formula by which 
the country is governed is to be preserved 
or overthrown in favour of a more modem 
but entirely different party system of govern¬ 
ment. Pierre Gemayel’s Phalangists, Camille 
Chamoun’s National Liberals, and their allies 
(Tony Franjieh's Zgharta army, the Guardians 
of the Cedar, etc.) are not simply fighting for 
the maintenance of Christian privileges but 
for the survival of the political system as 
such. 

This allows the Phalangists and National 
Liberals, capitalising on confusion between 
the National Covenant which regulates the 
power sharing formula and Lebanon’s state 
institutions and constitution proper, to say 
that they are fighting for the country’s de¬ 
mocratic system of government. 

The objection to government by power 
sharing among different religious sects is 
that it is not adequate for dealing with the 
actual problems that confront the nation. The 
system in fact thwarts attempts to deal with 
social, political and economic issues on their 
merit. The game of politics is being played in 
such a way that almost every issue is adroitly 
transformed into a sectarian one, simply to 
suffocate it. 

Recently, the situation has been further 
complicated by the presence of the Palesti¬ 
nians who, although not entirely blameless, 
provide a convenient scapegoatTFOr -iiistariCe, 
when fishermen in south Lebanon demons¬ 
trated against legislation passed by parlia¬ 
ment which would have deprived them of 
their means of livelihood in order to allow 


the giant fishing concern Protein to operate, 
clashes resulted between the army, which 
was sent in to suppress the protest, and the 
fishermen, who were apparently supported by 
some Palestinian commandos. The initial 
economic and social issue was entirely for¬ 
gotten, and the situation came to be portray¬ 
ed as a question of Shi'ite fishermen goaded 
on by Palestinians infringing on the soverei¬ 
gnty of the state. 

The power sharing formula would have 
been adequate had 'domestic and foreign po¬ 
licy issues been Maronite, Greek Orthodox, 
Sunni or Shi’ite problems. The alignment of 
confessional groups with outside powers is a 
long dead question, while the immediate so¬ 
cial and economic issues facing the nation 
cut across confessional lines. Inflation and 
unemployment are not the exclusive worry 
of any one sect. Pierre Gemayel’s claim that 
the Christians represent the Western face of 
Lebanon was slapped down by Kamal Jun- 
blatt, who quipped that it is the “leftists” 
and “progressives” in Lebanon who are try¬ 
ing to introduce Western-style reforms and 
institutions to the country. 

In fact, sectarian power sharing does not 
provide a way for holding a modem state 
together. With the passing of the Chehabist 
era and its system of police (Deuxifeme Bu¬ 
reau) controls, the Lebanese state started 
to disintegrate under the centrifugal force of 
confessional and regional alignments. 

The “leftist and progressive forces” in 
Lebanon argue that they are not trying to 
overthrow the democratic institutions of the 
state, but to replace them with more efficient 
and responsive ones. To do that, they main¬ 
tain that state institutions will have to be 
desecularised, administrative and judicial re¬ 
forms instituted, the prime minister nominat¬ 
ed by parliament, the privileges of the presi¬ 
dent curtailed, and the president hims elf held 
accountable to the judiciary for his actions. 
They also advocate a reform of the electoral 
system to allow for more equitable and de¬ 
mocratic representation. 


Despite the fact that the group for which 
Junblatt acts as a spokesman includes the 
Communist Party and other radical groups, 
the list of reforms it drew up three months 
after the outbreak of the civil war and to 
which it has been entirely consistent to date, 
is actually no more left wing (in a European 
context, for example) than the platform of 
the West German Christian Democrat Party, 
ff Christian and Moslem fears, generated by 
deliberate massacres of the adherents of the 
two faiths, could be allayed, and the tradi¬ 
tional Christian leaders convinced that Jun¬ 
blatt, Syria or some other party can keep ex¬ 
tremist leftists from pressing for more ra¬ 
dical demands once a settlement is reached, 
then a solution to the Lebanese crisis could 
at last be envisaged. _

The rest of the market was mixed. At the close, the industrial 
average shows at 994.10, a loss of 5.35 points. 17,910,000 shares 
changed hands, of which 3,250,000 during the last hour.
